Germans Stalled 
Along Entire 
Russian Front 


v Russo-Japanese 


Crisis Heightens 
as Berlin Hurls 
Warnings at U. S.

Russia's 
Red armies claimed the 


most extensive scries of victories in 
the war with Germany Friday, cov- 
ering every major theater from Ros- 
tov-on-Don in the Far south to the 
'rozen Arctic regions of Murmansk. 


Only in the Crimea, according lo 


Soviet accounts, was the situation crit- 
ical. 


Before Moscow the Red armies are 


pressing furious counter attacks and 
were reported lo have stormed and 
recaptured 20 villages in the Ka-- 
linin sector. German military dis- 
patches admitted that the Russians 
were attacking in "considerable for- 
ces" with tanks and infantry. 


In the batllc of Leningrad the So- 


viet radio said Russian troops had 
broken through the Nazi siege lines 
around that old Czarist capital which 
the Germans said was "virtually scal- 
ed off from the rest of the USSR." 


Division Routed 
; At Rostov, "gUardthg"TTlC'-irt6rth"ap- 
proaches to the Caucasus, the Rus- 
sian said they routed a motorized di- 
vision of Hitler's Elite guards and 
reported the entire Nazi drive in 
that key sector was all but stalled. 


Tass, official Russian news agency, 


also reported that tank-led German 
shock troops were thrown back from 
the outskirts of Tula, 100 miles south 
of Moscow, after a bloody two-weeks 
battle. 


"German troops here Thursday are 


,>nly German corpses Friday," Tass 
said. 


Tass also asserted that the Ger- 


mans hurled 15 consecutive tank at- 
tacks at the lillle village of Rodcz- 
hesny, on the southern outskirts of 
Tula and gained a temporary foot-

heavy losses.

has always been the man who used 
it without a decent regard for the 
rights of others, the worker, the in- 
vestor, the public in general.

So Says Pilkinton, 
Speaking on 
Domestic Policy 


Regardless of foreign policy there 


are certain fundamentals about mat- 
tors here at home on which the over- 
whelming majority of Americans are 
agreed, State Senator James H. Pil- 
kinton told Hope Rotary club Friday 
noon at its meeting in the First Chris- 
tian church recreation center. 


Introduced by Roy Anderson, Sen- 


ator Pilkinton enumerated three points 
on which Americans now agree: 


•"1. The individual citizens needs 


to change his concept of government 
He needs to abandon the philosophy 
of 'getting all out of government that 
we can'. 


"2. We need to come to the concept 


that personal fights, particularly per- 
sonal fights between capital and labor, 
must wait for a less dangerous day. 


"1. The time has come when we 


need real economy in the non-defense 
activities of government. We may have 
to forget a project here or there, but 
it takes all of a government's money 
to prepare for national defense in time 
of war."

Pro-Nazis Hold 
Most of Coffee 
Plantations There

GUATEMALA CITY — The "black- 


list" ban on German-controlled bus- 
iness in Guatemala has been faded 
to a dark Oxford-gray in order to 
avoid wrecking the economy of a 
country whose friendly cooperation is 
essential 
to American 
policy. 


Guatemala, economically speaking, 


is coffee. The great coffee fincas (plan- 
tations) are the financial life-blood 
of the country. Most of them arc Ger- 
man-controlled. Hence a complete- 
ly rigorous ban on coffee exports to 
the United Stales from sources which 
are "black-listed" as sympathetic to 
the Nazi cause, would have serious- 
ly crippled Guatemalan life. 


The Germans of Guatemala, 90 per 


cent of whom are, by choice or by ^ 
compulsion, sympathetic to the Nazi j 
regime, have been making the most 
of this prospect in recent 
months. 


They howled loudly that the Unit- 
ed States was going to ruin Guate- 
mala; that they would have to go 
out of business, throwing out of 
work thousands of Guatemalans, their 
employes. 


Easing the Effects of the 
Blacklist 
So, to take the teeth out of such 


charges, and to prevent undue hard- 
ship to Guatemalan business in gen- 
eral, the United States has relaxed 
the blacklist to allow a limited amount 
of the coffee production of black- 


in th< 


ed States. An exact figure is being 
determined which would give the Ger- 
man fincas enough income to stay 
in business, keep their employes and 
equipment, yet make no considerable 
profits. 


This proposal was the United States' 


reply to a presidential decree of a 
few weeks ago which would in many 
respects have completely nullified the 
purpose of the blacklist. This pro- 
vided that all coffee of blacklisted 
firms be sold through the Central 
Bank of Guatemala, which would form 
the proceeds allot enough money to 
the 
German 
plantation 
owners to 


pay their help, keep their plantations 
in repair, and place the rest of the 
money in escrow, to be returned at- 


Plane Carrying U. S.

The bad faith of the German cof-

The 
evident purpose was to default the 
loans, allow the Central Bunk . to 
foreclose on the crop, an dthen sell 
it itself. Such a sale would be by the 
Guatemalan bank, and not by the 
German planters, and it might be dif- 
ficult for the United States to ex- 
ercise its final right to buy from 
whom it pleases. 


There is sufficient coffee vaailable 


from genuinely Guatemalan sources 
to more than fill the U. S. quota 
even as recently extended. The new 
concession made to German growers, 
was purely one aimed at preventing 
any disruption in the 
Guatemalan 


economy, and will be so adjusted as 
to keep intact the general purpose of
